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a message  from  the  President 


As  you  know,  the  University  of  Toronto  and  the  federated  Arts 
Colleges  will  embark  shortly  on  their  first  joint  campaign  for  funds. 
Through  the  campaign  we  hope  to  obtain  some  of  the  money  that 
is  needed  for  the  expansion  of  our  facilities  in  the  next  few  years. 
Although  the  objective  that  we  shall  have  will  be  a large  one,  it  will 
be  far  less  than  what  he  hope  to  receive  from  governments.  We  do, 
however,  place  a particular  value  on  the  dollar  that  comes  from 
private  sources.  It  is  this  money  that  will  enable  us  to  maintain 
a measure  of  flexibility  in  our  planning  that  we  might  not  otherwise 
have.  Moreover,  gifts  from  private  sources  also  carry  with  them 
a sense  of  participation  in  the  university’s  work.  For  this  reason 
we  are  concerned  not  only  with  gifts  from  large  corporations,  but 
with  those  from  individuals,  particularly  from  graduates  and  friends 
of  the  university. 

A financial  campaign  is  a time  for  informing  the  public  of  what 
we  attempt  and  what  we  achieve;  this  in  itself  has  a value  quite 
apart  from  the  money  that  we  raise.  It  is  also  a time  for  clarifying 
certain  basic  principles  by  which  we  operate.  It  is  too  often 
assumed,  for  instance,  that  the  University  of  Toronto  is  a 
provincial  university  in  a narrow  and  exclusive  sense,  and  that  there 
is  little  need  for  an  appeal  to  non-governmental  sources.  This  is  very 
far  from  the  truth.  In  the  first  place,  we  have  within  our 
federation  three  institutions  that  must  draw  upon  private  sources 
for  their  income.  In  the  university  as  a whole,  the  amount  of 
government  support,  although  generous,  needs  to  be  supplemented 
by  private  support.  When  we  turn  to  the  area  of  capital  grants, 
the  indebtedness  of  this  university  to  private  gifts  has  been  very 
large  indeed.  If  one  were  to  remove  from  the  campus  those 
buildings  that  were  given  to  us,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  private 
gifts,  only  a skeleton  would  be  left. 

During  the  next  few  months  many  of  these  questions  will  be 
raised,  and  it  is  only  natural  that  answers  will  be  sought  from  the 
members  of  the  teaching  and  administrative  staff.  Particularly  during 
this  time,  I hope  that  you  will  look  upon  yourselves  as  spokesmen 
for  the  university.  Your  support  and  co-operation  will  be 
one  of  the  main  assurances  of  success.
